Leonarde Dacres contrary co his falſe perſwaſions, hath manifeſtly declared him ſelfe by His traytos 
rous actes, tohaue aſſembled this power only to make anewe rebellion againſt her Pateftie and the 
crowne of this Kealme : The multitude of her ſayd pooze ſubiectes which were by ſuch falſe and tray- 
tozous deuices allured to come to him in fozce and armes, without knowledge of his traytozous inten- 
tes, haue moſt lamentably acknowledged and confeſled their errozs, and with clamozs and outcryinges 
bhaue accurſed the ſayde Leonarde Dacres,as a moſt wicked and pernitious traytoz , making molt pitt- 
full nterceſſions, by meanes of her Bateſties right trulty and welbeloned coſyn the Lozde of Dunſdon, 
gouernour of the towne of Barwicke, and Lozde warden of the eaſt marches towarde Scotlande, that 
they might be receaued to her Bateſties mercie, and hauetheir pardons, with full intent to be hereaf- 
ter during thetr liues, moze carefull how to be abuſed, in like maner to aſſemble and arme themſelues 
bpon pzouocation of any pziuate fabtect, hauyng no office noz auctozitie vnder her Patieſtie, as in deede 
the ſayde Leonarde Dacres hadnone. Derevpon her Dateftic breng pr-ally mogued by the informa- 
tion of her ſayde coſyn the Lozd of Dunſoon, and alſo of the Lozde Dcroope her warden vpon the ſame 
welt bozders, afwell of the abuſe and errozs of her ſayde ſnbiectes, as of their repentanuce ( among 
whom, to her Waieſties great comfozt , no gentleman of blood andeſtination hath ben as yet founde 
tohaue offended) hath ben pleaſed to ertende her mercie in this ſozt following, That it halbelefull foz 
all her ſayd ſubiectes, which in this rebellion were in company with the ſayde Leonarde Dacres, 0z 
any wyſe attendyng 82 alſyſting hym the rix. and rx. ofthe laT moneth of Febzuary, to returne to their 
habitations and dwellyng places, and tmmediatly aſloone as they may, to geue knowledge tothe Lozd 
warden of the layde welt marches, 02 to the Sheriffe of any of the yes where their habitations were 
defoze their offences, o2 to fuch tnferio2 officers as they ſhall appornt foz that purpoſe. And therevpon 
her Datieftie wylleth and commaundeth, that no maner of officer oz other perſon, ſhall moleft themin 
their perſons, goods, chattelles, o: landes, foz their aſlytyng and aydyng of the ſayde Leonard Dacres 
inbis ſapde treaſon :ſ\o aseuery ſuch perſon after notice geuen to the ſapde Lozde warden, Sheryfle , 02 
their minifters, ſhall by the direction of them, ſubmit themſelues to ſuch o2ders as by them ſhalbe nott- 
lied, koz recognition of their offences: and ſoconſequently euery of them ſhall haue and enioy they; full 
pardons from her Vateſtie , whenſoeuer they ſhall ſue fo; the ſame in the Chauncery. 

P2outded alwayes that this her Pateſties pardon ſhallnot extende by any conſtruction to the ſayde 
Leonarde Dacres, noz any of his b:ethzen, no2 to any that dyd befoze offende in the late rebellion with 
the two Earlts of Nozthumberlande s Weftmerlande,noz to any Juſtices of Peace, Conſtables, Ryues, 
Baxylilles of Townes , 02 lande Deriantes : noz to any that at the publication of this Pzoclamation 
&albe in pzyſon deteyned fo; this rebellion : noz to any perſons that ſhall be by the Lozde warden of the 
welt bozders, thought loz their wyilull and contemptuous behautour in this rebellion, 0z foz lacke of 
thetr due repentaunce vnwozthy of this mercy: ſo as the names of the layde perſons lo to be thought vn- 
wozthy, be in wzytyng let bp to be read 5openly ſeene at the market crofle of Carlile , oz other markets 
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And becauſe the bnwozthynelle of the ſayde traytowr Leonard acres, may in ſome part the moze 
appeare to luche as be ignozaunt thereof, her Daiettie is content it be vnderliande,, that as the hath 
ben by che goodnelle of her nature abuſed by the two late Carles of Nozthumberlande and weſtmer- 
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lande , ſo was the euen tn the beginning of the ſaide Earles rebellion contented, vpon ſute made by the 


cayde Leonarde Dacres ( notwithltandynz ſhe had heard that he had ben the ſommer bekoze ſecretlye 
conuerſant with the ſaxde Carles'to admit him at wtndſoz to her pzeſence: where being pziuately with 
her ſelfe, he made offers of his ſeruice agaynlt the ſayde Earles, beyng thenp:oclaymed traytozs, and 
molt carneffly requeſted her Pateſtie therein to commit truſt tohym, as to amoſt faithfull ſubiect and 
ſeruaunt, bling many kind of ſpeaches , not without alluraunces by othes to pzouoke her Paieſtie not 
onlye to offer hym her fauour, but to commit to hym charge to repay2e into the place where he 
nowe committed this treaſon, and there to toyne with her warden in ſeruice againft the ſapderebelles. 
accozding whereunto he departed in all haſte, and as hath ben ſince diſcouered to her Bateſtie, dyd then 
i{mmediatly in his tourney comming neere the rebels, renewe his fozmer conſpiracies by ſecret comfoz- 
ting the ſayde rebels, with pzomiſesof ayde of men and money, vſing foz moze credite the names of 
pzinces Ambaſſadours: and after that conſpired with them by letters and meſlages, vnder colour of 
gathering of fozce foz ſeruice of her Pateſtie, tohaue traytozoullye defroyed the lozde Dcroope in the 
feelde,q to haue taken the citie and caſtle of Carlile, there to haue murdered the byſhop. And not beyng 
able to compaſle the ſame as he deſy:ed,ſecing the two Earles fozced to flee the Realme, he ſent meſſages 
and letters of his owne hand ( which are ertant to be ſeene) tocertayne in Dcotlande, requiring fas 
uour to be <ewed to the ſayd Earles, and pzomiling ( aſloone as he coulde finde tyme) to hew him ſelfe 
an open freende to them, 4 ſo did he manifeltly x trattozouſly perfourme the ſame, by foztifiyng the caſtle 
of Nawarde with men, munition, and vittaile, by aſſemblyng the Queenes Mateſties ſubiectes with 
firing of Beacons, and in the ende finding his power tncreaſed with a great number of Scottes, diden- 
ter into the playne keelde,again(t the Queenes Maieſties power vnder the conduct of the lozde of ÞunC- 


don, which when he woulde haue vanquiſhed ( as he certainely accompted that he myght by reaſon of 
his great numbers) he was fozced like a traitoz to flee, and all his owne power vanquiſhed by the tus 


ſtice of Almightte God, alſiſkyng her Paieſties wardens of her Eaſt # Middle marches, being in nuny- 
ber farre inferiozs, but in the goodnes of the cauſe farre fuperiozs, andof them thzough Gods goodnes 


bery ſew hurt : whereof it is good foz allperſons to take example, and to beware howe they hall follow 


the lewd perſwaſions of any other in cauſes vniult againf their ſoueraigne Lady, beyngby Almightie 


God ( as is manifeſtly ſeene) ozdeyned to be the ſupertoz and vanqutther of all wicked perſons, and their 


Gyuen at the Queenes Mateſties honoz of Hampton court the fourth day of Marche. 1 5 59, 
tn the twelfth yere of her Paieſtiesreigne.
